Every year near No- 
vember llth and May 30th 
volunteer women and girls 


of the American legion 
Auxiliary distribute paper 
poppies as a memorium of 
World War I fame, These

Before ¢ e 
last guns ad sounded alongs 
the western front during 
World War I, the conflict 
had icguired a symbol - 
a flowey é Wherever the 
fighting took place, the red 
poppie ig along the 
road amid the fields 
of gra or on scarred 


battlefields, had become 
associated with the allied 
soldiers who fought there, 
They also covered the 
graves of those who had 
died there, The poppies 
were the one immortal 
thing in that region of 
devastation, 

When the soldiers re- 
turned home, they brought 
the vision of the poppy 
fields with them, and the 
poppy took on a sacred 
Significance, It became the 
flower of remembrance for 
the nation’s war dead. 

The Auxiliary program 
in Alabama begins each 
year with the patients at 
the Tuscaloose VA Hos- 
pital when units through- 
out the state place orders 
for poppies, The Auxiliary 
purchases all the materials 
used in the poppy program, 
The hospital staff assigns 
patients to this work who 
have no income andtothose 
who are able to participate 
in this physical therapy 
project. They are paid for 
each poppy they make, and, 
for many, it is their only 
Opportunity to earn money 


during the year, Psychia- 


trists report that it is a 
gratifying experience to 
see the happy expression 
of a patient when he has 
constructed a finished 


product with his ownhands, 


The patients take great 


pride in this work, and 
they ask the Auxiliary for 
permission to make more 
and more poppies, not only 
for money, but because it 
affords an opportunity to 
do something productive.

BY THE OLD TIMER 
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From Mrs, Olen Partridge, 
Leesburg, Florida: I remember 
the old spinning wheel. My 
mother made all our clothes. We 
sat by the fireside at night and 
picked seeds from the cotton by 
hand for spinning. 

I remember the green coffee 
beans mother roasted on the fire- 
place and ground in the coffee 
mill on the wall. Mother cooked 
on the fireplace, using iron pots, 
with lids. She raised gourds and 
cleaned them well to keep milk 
in. Father raised all our meat 
and vegetables and made plenty 
of syrup. 

Every fall, several families 
made up a covered wagon ex- 
pedition and went to the coast 
for a barrel of mullet.
